pers of that city. 
An editor of the Ga­ 
zette named Sanders, we believe, received 
s with an incredulous sort of a smile, ini 
pressing us with the tho ught that the 
building of a canal was only the pretext 
for some scheme to secure a night’s lodg 
ing and a square meal. 
However, the 
newspapers printed the pro ceedings of 
the canal meeting and thus the enterprise 
was placed before the people. 
Colonel 
J. B Dagforth, editor of the Rock Island 
er had the good sense and public spirit to 
at once grasp the full impo rtance of the 
proposed work and bus siuee that early 
day been a warm friend of the enterprise 
Colonel Danforth gives this history of the 
canal; go ing back we imagine into pre 
historic times, so to speak 
Gen. Henderson says that the o riginator 
of the Hennepin and Rock Island canal 
idea, so far as he kno ws, was Jo hn Gay- 
ler. who pro posed it in 1834 and who went 
o ver the gro und on foot in that year ami 
satisfied himself that his plan was feasi 
ble. 
1 ne first public meeting (it was a 
small one) was held that year in the little 
town of Hennepin. 
This was fifty six 
years ago, and Wm. Durley, now living 
at Hennepin, renieml <-r> the facts 
The editor of The Rock Islander very 
well remembers that, more than thirty 
years ago, the late Maj. James M. Allen, 
of Geneseo, came to his printing office in 
this city, and talked with him on the sub 
ject and posted him up about the matter 
so that he began to write up and publish 
articles on the subject, in order to get our 
people interested in the scheme. 
Very 
few o f o ur people, especially business 
men, then felt like taking any open and 
active part in it, fearing the railroad would 
retaliate on them in freight rates 
Others came here often on the same er 
rand —Col I tley, Edito r Ben Shaw and 
Po stmaster Camp, of Dixon ;B. N Stevens 
ai.d L. I). Whiting, o f Bureau, and others 
A small meeting was held, pro bably in 
1865, at Anhawan, and a few men, Capt. 
Robinson, of this city. Mr. French, of 
Davenpo rt, Maj Allan, of Geneseo, and 
others, pledged the means to get a pre­ 
liminary survey -merely levels of the dis 
tanees—to see if water for the summit 
could he bro ught from the Rock river at 
or above Dixon. 
Ii wa* fo und to be prac­ 
ticable 
That was the Hudnutt survey. 
Meetings were then held along the line 
to receive a repo rt of this survey. 
One 
was held at Morris, Dec. 26, 1806, and one 
in Rock Island, in Island City Hall, Dec. 
27, 186» ), 
The call for it was signed by 
B. N. Stevens, ot Bureau, G. A. Bitten 
banner, of Rock Island and James A. 
Allan, of Geneseo. committee. 
Ii wa^ a 
very large and enthusiastic meeting and 
representatives were here from widely 
separated localities. 
It was a canal and 
river impro vement meeting. 
The report 
o f the survey from LaSalle to Rock Island, 
and fro m the Summit, at Sheffield, to 
Dixon, was presented and acted on. 
A 
co mmittee, (B. N. Stevens, Princeto n; J 
M. Allan. Geneseo; G. A. Bittenbanner, 
Rock Island; Jo seph Uttey, Dixon; 
S M 
Church. Ro ckfo rd; T J. Robinson. Rock 
Island, and W. 1) Uo ughtelling, Chicago,) 
was appo inted to memorialize the legisla­ 
ture. and also congress for aid to build 
the canal. 
And the agitation, by the newspapers, 
by public meetings, by private co nversa­ 
tion, by letters, circulars, etc , etc., wenlj 
on for years, widening and increasing. 
The first ( anal bill in congress was intro 
duced and champio ned by Hon Jo hn B.
